REGULATORY ISSUANCES 


RESCISSIONS: NPIC Regulation No. 5-100, dated 7 December 1962 
CIA Instruction No. 5-1, dated 31 August 1965 


1. This Instruction establishes a new NPIC Regulatory System which 
becomes effective upon the date of publication of this Instruction. 


2. The new system provides for two eee of issuances - NPIC 
Instructions and NPIC Notices. 


a. Instructions are the basic medium for prescribing directives 
of a continuing nature. They establish organization, delegate 
authority, assign responsibilities and prescribe policy. 


b. Notices are used to disseminate transitory information. 


3. NPIC regulatory issudnces will be published only upon approval 
of the Office of the Director, NPIC. The Support Services Division, NPIC, 
is responsible for insuring necessary coordination, approving format and 
numbering, making arrangements for the publication and dissemination and 
maintaining the master file for all NPIC regulatory issuances. NPIC com- 
ponents should forward drafts of proposed NPIC Notices and Instructions 
to Chief, SSD/TSSG for coordination and issuance. 


4, Both Instructions and Notices will bear the appropriate subject 
category title and category number as reflected in the following list. 
Each successive issuance within a particular category will then be num- 
bered in ascending sequence. Existing NPIC regulatory issuances which 
are not titled or numbered in accordance with the provisions of this 
Instruction will be retitled or renumbered as they are revised.
